ef to veatrist their coming among ue, and that 
an eff.rt should bo made to procure decided 
rshel be obtaining the consent and codperative 
action of China by means of an amended treaty, 
and-thus avoid tho noocesity of a resort ta cer- 
tain sopnrate legislation, which, ‘without. the 
ccbperativa assistance of the Chinese Govern 
ment. would ba less effectual and urizht also be 
open to objection as being in conflict with or in 
negation of the stipulations of the existing can- 
vention, and possibly as impairing .our good 
understanding with e friendly power.
